They repreaent a superior and mur*- 
emclepi method of Induatrlal man¬ 
agement than competition, juat aa 
the Modern machine U a auperlor 
and more elflcienl medium of Indue- 
trial ^ operation than the antiquated 
hamUtool.

The trusts as complete and practl -1 
cal monoplirs also h^^ve the power to { 
larbltraijl^ fix the prices of commodl-^ 


ties. In most trustified industries 
the prices of goods or charges for 
•ervlete have increased enormously, 
notwithstanding the great economies 
in production. Tlie trusts are<^ the 
principal cause of the vexatious new 
problem familiarly and Intimately 
known as *^he cost of living.** 

But most baneful even than the 
economic evils of the trusts are their 
comiptlng effects on the public and 
political life of the couatry~^helr no- 
tbrlous Influence on the two dominant 
political parties, the government, leg¬ 
islature and judiciary, and their con¬ 
trol of the public prrsa.

In all countries *n which the capl- 
tallet system of production prevails, 
especially In such countries as the 
4*nUed BUtes. where capitalism has 
reached the point of production on a 
large ecale. we find fhe population di¬ 
vided mainly Into two classes; first, the 
capitalist^ who possess the means of 
production—-toola machinery, land. 
etc.,^but who t«4ke no part In pro¬ 
duction Itself; and. aecondly. the wags 
workers, the proletariat.* who posseM 
nothing but their labor-p«*wer on the 
sale of which they live, and whose 
labor alone brings forth the whole 
wealth of the land. 

Capitalists need a large supply of 
proletarians; originally. In other coun¬

producer. Indeed, a revolution has 
taken plare In the makeup of society, 
the’ same as It has In the system of 
produrtlon. The capitalist form of 
production has overthrown all others 
and become the dominant one In the 
field of Industry. Similarly wage la¬ 
bor IS today the dominant form of la¬ 
bor. A hundred years ago the farm¬ 
ing peasantry took the first place; 
later, the small city industrialista; to¬ 
day it Is the w'sge earners, or pro¬ 
letariat. 


In all clvllixed countries tbs pro- 
Istanans ara today the largest class; 
It is N their condition and modes of 
thought that control those of all tha 
other subdlvlsIoDS of labor. Thia 
state of things Implies a complete rev¬ 
olution In the condition and thought 
of the bulk of the popuhtloo. The 
conditions of tl^ proietArlat differ 
radically from those of all other 
former categories of labor. The small 
farmer, the artisan, the small pro¬ 
ducers generally, were the owners of 
Mhe product of their own labor by rea- 
ison of their ownership of the mean5 
f of production; contrariwise, thr 
I product of the labor of the prole¬ 
tarian does not belong to him.

Horrible Atrocities in 
South America 

Sir Roger Casement, British consul 
paeral at Rio Janeiro, atatea that the 
English rubber company holding a 
concession from the Peruvian govern¬ 
ment covering the Putumayo rubber 
district, on th* Peruvian branchea of 
the Amaxon. la responsible for the 
most horrible atrocities upon the rub¬ 
ber ^therera. Men, women and chil¬ 
dren have been burned alive to Intim¬ 
idate the nnilvea and Inwlte to new 
exertions. We quote from Plr Roger'* 
report: 

“Indian* were frequently fiogged to 
death. Case* w*re reported to me 
where men and women had actually 
died under the laah. but this seem* 
to have been Infrequent. Deaths due 
to flogging generally ensued some day* 
afterward. In many case* where men 
and Vomen had been so cruelly flog- 
ged that the wound* putrefled. the 
vlcUzna were shot by one of the super- 
vtoor* acting under orders of the chief 
of the section, or even by that Individ¬ 
ual himself. At one slat* on 1 w*at 
Informed hy a British subject, who 
had bimaelf often flogged the Indians, 
that he had seen mothers flogged on 
•ceount of shortage of rubber by their 
little aono. These boy* were held to 
be too.small to4cbaatlae. and so. while 
the little boy stood bonified add cry¬ 
ing at the eight, the mother would 
ha beaten *juat a few strokes' to make 


him into a better v/orker. Meo and 
women would be auapended by their | 
arms, often twisted behind thetr back* I 
and tied together st the w*rlats. and in | 
this agonising posture, their feet high I 
shove the ground, they were scourged !

Men. women 
ertd children were confined lo the 
atocks for days, weeks, and often 
months. The overlapping beam might 
press so tightly on the confined ankles 
that the fiesh would be cut, but even 
without this added torment the long 
confinement In this cramped ;>oaltlon 
must have become weli-nigh unen¬ 
durable.

The question that is now uppermost in the minds of 
the American people is the cost of living—the question of oppor¬ 
tunity for men and women to labor and reap the fruits of their, toil 
without having to divide with the holders of privilege and the owners 
of machinery. 

On this one question which is uppermost in the minds of the 
masses, the Republican and Democratic parties are duiflC. The "Pro- 
gressix-e" party, under Roosevelt'i leaderahip, has undertaken to dea) 
with it, but much as a cautious trout approaches a dangling bait. The 
Socialist party alone lays the axe to the root—grasps with the funda¬ 
mentals and offers i way out.

JUDICIAL POfVER IVAN IN G 

Plutocrscy’s wespons have been blunted from much hack-'.-.f at 
the people'.^ liberties. 

Judges, rendering faithful service to the slave oligarchy, held that 
the constitution followed the flag and that when the slave owner en¬ 
tered a territory he could carry his slave with him, though the prop¬ 
erty in the slave was a creation of state law, the slave in one state 
being held as "real estate" and in another state as personal property. 
The same federal judiciary to render service to capitalism in its quest 
for new markets and its imperialistic ideals now holds that the con¬ 
stitution does not follow the flag. 

We are more lenient with our judiciary than many of its critics. 
For we recognize that it is but an instrument in the hands of our 
lords and mastei^s, whether they be slave owners or trust magnates. 
They are creatures of their environment. The successful lawyer, de¬ 
pendent upon the possessors of wealth for his livelihood, is by rea¬ 
son of his occupation a servitor to the holders of wealth precisely as 
an English butler is a servitor of the aristocracy. Each instinctively 
feels that to imperil the social order would threaten bis occupation. 

The president of the-Americah Bai association ha* expressed the 
hope that the supreme court will not go so far as to hold that a 
criminal libel may be enjoined. The judiciary has deprived the work- 
ers of the righ* of trial by jury by invoking the writ of injunction. 
If the supreme court shall sustain Justice Wright of the District of 
Columbia in his contention that criminal libels mav be enjoined, he 
protests with some alarm, the constitutional guarantee of a free press 
and free speech would be destroyed. 

Ten years ago the supreme court might have nuIliRed the consti¬ 
tutional guarantees embraced in the bill of rights. But judicial power 
is waning—the judicial fetish is crumbling. Not only is the judical 
fetish crumbling, but the existing system is crumbling with it. 

The danger from plutocracy lies not In whether it shall use the 
executive, the legislative or -judicial departments of government to 
buttress its privileges and preserve its titles, but whether it shall be 
permitted to use any of them to retain possession of its economic 
power. 

With the nation in possession of the steel trust, with the nation in 
possession of the oil trust, with- the nation in possession of the money 
and banking trust,'with the nation in possession of the railways and 
the mines and the forests, there will be no greater incentive for the 
courts to serve plutocracy than there now is for them to repeat the 
Dred Scott decision.—Milwaukee Leader.
